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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is maintained that Cabrera shows a "thickened 
wall portion." Applicant argues that the "thickened" portion of Cabrera "is believed to be in a radial direction of an inflator." In response, 
even if the thickened portion was in a radial direction, this point is immaterial as applicant does not claim that the thickened wall portion 
must be in any specific direction, radial or not. It is maintained that Cabrera shows the "thickened wall portion" extending from the base 
upward in a non-radial direction to the ignitor holding portion, as shown in the Final rejection. Additionally, applicant does not define 
what "thickened" means or what it encompases in the claim; applicant does not claim any specific thickness, or that it must be thicker 
than any other portion. 
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
